Germany and Russia in regard to the East- 
ern war. The recent Russian success in 
Asia excites a new anxiety in England. 

The correspondent of the New York Times 
at Bucharest telegraphs that unless the ex- 
pected visit of the Czar operates to hasten 
or postpone action, 

THE GRAND MOVEMENT ACROSS THE DANUBE 
will begin on the 7th or 8thof June, and 
that the deployment of the army from Ga- 
latz to Turna is now completed. Nine army 
corps are now in position on the Danube, 
three being between Galatzand Braila. The 
centre of this force is at Oltenitza.

Lonpow, May 30—5 a. m.—A Tunes Bucharest 
dispatch contains the following: The Turkish 
camps at Nikapolis have been removed behind 
the hills. This is believed to be a prelude to 
the bombardment of Turnumagureli. 

The Roumanians think the Turkish monitors 
are placing torpedoes along the southern side 
of the river. 

THE ROUMANIAN ARMY. 

A special to the Daily News from Krajova, 
commenting on the state of the Roumanian 
army, says between Kupereeni and Cetate there 
are 30,000 soldiers. They in excellent phys- 
ical condition, and are ectly equipped and 
armed, and have more than the ordinary propor- 
tion of artillery. With a definite scheme of action 
and complete accord with the Russians, very 
interesting intelligence may presently be ex- 
pected from the Widdin-Kalafat section of the 
theatre of war.

i NAVIGATION OF THE DANUBE. 

Lonpon, May 20.— The Times’ correspondent 
at Vienna telegraphs as follows: The statement 
that the Turks have consented to allow the 
navigation of the Danube as far as Girlais at 
least premature. In spite of the energetic rep- 
resentatious of this Government, the Turkish 
commander at Adakalesi still bars its way with 
his cannon. There is doubtless an excuse for 
the Turks, as navigation as far as Girla is of 
advantage only to the Servians and Roumanians ; 
but stil! it scarcely seems Wise to risk a serious 
difference with Austria, and it is hoped better 
counsels will prevail.

IN ASIA. 
STRATEGICAL. 

Lonpon, May 29.—Aspecial from Vienna to 
the Time says: To the south of Sookgoom- 
Kale a detachment is concentrated under Gen. 
Alchasoff, to prevent a Turko-Circassian force 
moving along the shore into the plains of Min- 
grelia. If they did so now, the positions of 
the Russians in the rear of Sookgoom-Kale and 
Adler would soon become untenable.

TROOPS OF THE CAUCASUS.

IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 
THE EUROPEANS FEARFUL OF SERIOUS TROUBLE. 
- Lonpon, May 29.—The Standard’s Constan- 
tinople special sent the following via Athens 
May 25: Reditf Pasha, Minister of War, is now 
Dictator, and for the time more powerful 
than ever. Great anxiety prevails among 
the European population, who fear 
that during the state of siege, 
if news of fresh disasters arrives there 
will be a collision between the populace and the 
troops. Our position is one of very great dan- 
ger, and is gennrally so regarded. Itis certain 
that fresh disasters must happen. The fall of 
Ardahan and Bayazid has enabled the Russians 
to march in two converging lines towards Erze- 
roum. They have turned Erzeroum, and Moukh- 
tar Pasha must either accept battle against a 


vastl superior force or capitulate. If he is 


beaten Erzeroum must fall, for it is without 
fortifications and the force in it is small. 
; FOREIGN SUBJECTS. 

Lonpon, May 29.—Foreign Ambassadors have 
been informally assured by the Porte that the 
state of siege will not interfere with the priv- 
ileges of foreign subjects. Proceedings will 
only be taken against a foreign subject with the 
concurrence of his Consul.

A court-mar- 
tial is sitting with closed doors. The only cer- 
tain fact is that Mahmoud Damad Pasha insists 
upon drafting all the Softas into the army. 

FOREIGN ENLISTMENTS.

BLACK SEA PORTS. 
HOW THEY ARE PREPARED TO RESIST ATTACK BY 
THE TURKISH FLERT. 
Apecial Of The Tribune. 

Obs (off the Black Sea), May 7.—All the 
Russian ports on the Black Sea are well fortified 
and prepared to resist the naval forces of the 
Turks. Kerch, situated on the right arm of the 
Crimean Peninsula, and protecting the entrance 
to the Bea of Asoph, was always strongly forti- 
fied, but has lately been strengthened by the 
addition of heavy ordnance. Feodosiais like- 
wise prepared to face the enemy at 
any time. Yalta is only a small port, 
but is well prepared with several bat- 
teries. Balaklay is a very small 
towp, almost surrounded by mountains. The 
town itself cannot be seen from the sea. To all 
appearance, even small vessels cannot get near 
to it, but in fact vessels of the greatest tonnage 
can approach. It was here the English and 
French troops were landed in 1854, and made 
their way overland to Sebastopol. It is thirty 
versts from the latter place, and is inhabited 
mostly by Greeks. The entrance to Balaklav is 
full of torpedoes, and the town is well fortified. 

SEBASTOPOL, 
since the war of 1854 until 1873, had not made 
much progress. Since 1873, owing to the ex- 
tension of the railroad from Simferopol and 
thence to the main line leading to Moscow, the 
town has grown in population and importance. 
Sebastopol was always considered the strongest 
fortification on the Black Sea, and proved itself 
so to be during the Crimean war. It is now 
prepared stronger than ever with active bat- 
teries and torpedoes. It is believed the well- 
known Gen. Totlebem will assume command of 
the Crimean army once more. 

Evpatorvia is a small port built on a level al- 
most with the sea. Passengers by steamers in- 
tending to stop at this point are compelled to 
land in small boats at a dist ance of one afd one- 
half miles from shore. The water is only deep 
enough in front of the town for the smallest 
class of vessels. Batteries have been erected and 
torpedoes planted for its protection from the 
enemy. Its inhabitants are mostly Tartars, 
their religion being very similar to that of the 
Turks. They dress like the Turks, sympathize 
with the Turks, but will not be allowed to 
fignt for them. The majority of the people in- 
habiting the Crimean Peninsula are Tartars, 
having their churches and almost unlimited 
freedom. 

KERSOV 


on the Dnieper is strongly fortified, while the 
river is full of torpedoes. Nickolaiev, above 
Kersov, with 68,000 inhabitants, is a strong 
military post, and is protected by a large force 
of artillery. Everything is in good condition 
here and well provisioned. Ochakov, situated 
at the mouth of the Dnieper, and half-way be- 
tween Kersov and Odessa, has recently been 
strongly fortified and supplied with good bat- 
terics. 
ODESSA, 

for the capture of which the Turks are sharpen- 
ing their teeth, stands on the edge of a large 
plateau fronted by the Black Sea. It is nicely 
laid out, has handsome public buildings and 
schools, broad, clean streets, and many beauti- 
ful parks in the middle of the city. Odessa 
was planned by a Frenchman, De Peshelie. 
His monument is on the principal boulevard, 
facing the sea. The people of Odessa are of 
different nationalities. There is a large 
Catholic Cathedral here. Odessa is the first 
grain-market of Europe. It possesses a mag- 
nificent Custom-House, and docs a large for- 
cign importation trade. We have been enlarg- 
ing our fortifications for the past fifteen 
months, some 10,000 men working night 
day on them. | 

OUR DEFENSES ARE NOW COMPLETE; 
all the necessities have becn carefully observed. 
Provisions in great abundance are stored and 
the water suvply carefully attended to. Fresh 
water is brought from the Dneister, eighteen 
miles above the city. Every water statjon is 
guarded by extra workmen with tools necessary 
to repair any injuries to the pipes done by shells 
should the city be bombarded. We hope we 
will. remain unhurt, as we have  tor- 
pedoes planted in the sea several miles 
from shore. The city is surrounded with bat- 
teries of the heaviest and best artillery. All 
the batteries were tested several weeks ago. 
The cannonading made the inhabitants shudder 
with horror, reminding some of the older of 
them of the bombardment the city underwent 
from the English ficet at the time of the Cri- 
mean War. The English gunboat Tiger was 
destroyed at that time by the land batteries,

Mess pork closed 15c per bri higher, at $13.77% 
for June and $13.92% for July. Lard closed 5c 
per 100 Ibs higher, at $0.30@9. 32% for June and 
$9.40@9.42% for July, Meats were steady, at 
Ae per w for loose shoulders, 6%c for do short 
tibs, and 7\%c for do short clears. Highwines were 
unchanged, at $1.07 per gallon. Lake freights 
were easier, at 2c for corn to Buffalo. Flour was 
Gull and unchanged. Wheat closed 4@6c higher, 
at $1.52% for cash or June and $1.53% for July. 
Corn closed 4c lower, at 44% for June and 470 
for July. Oats closed easier, at 37%c for June 
and 37c for July. Rye was le higher, at 710. 


Barley was nominal, at 60@70c. Hogs were active | 


and firmer, with sales of common to choice at $5. 00 
g @5.25. Cattle were active and easier, selling at 
$3.00@6.15. Sheep were quiet. Last Saturday 
evening there was in store in this city 1,349,661 
bu wheat, 3,652.068 ba corn, 295,957 bu oats, 
171, 886 bu rye, and 163,575 bu barley. Total, 
5,633,147 bu, being a decrease of 579,082 bu 
during last week.

A new job has just been matured by the 
County Board in connection with the con- 
struction of the Court-House. It is now 
proposed to use granite largely in place of 
limestone for pillars, pilasters, steps, wain- 
scoting, etc., at an added expense of about 
$150,000. Of course no transaction of this 
character and magnitude could go through 
the Board without paying toll handsomely ; 
$20,000 is the figure this time, making 
no account of extras to be allowed here- 
after, which will probably amount to as much 
more. Some weeks ago the Commissioners 
were taken upon a junketing tour te the 
granite quarries in Maine, and the bill is now 
presented to the taxpayers for payment. — 
$20,000. This is the difference between an 
honest award, with no money in it for the 
Ring, and the award determined upon. 
There is no help for it, thanks to the pro- 
tecting care which the Democrats in the 
Legislature exercised over the Democratic 
thieves in the County Ring. 


The County Commissioners who have been 
jubilating over the dismissal of the indict- 
ments found against them a year ago, and 
over their successful manipulations at Spring- 
field, may yet have cause for grief. There is 
a serious mistake in supposing that evidence 
of their official conduct depends exclusively 
upon the witness CaRPENTER or of CaRPEN-

Marshal MacManoy, President of the 
French Republic, is developing his Repub- 
lican programme much more rapidly than 
was anticipated. The Marshal's public 
speeches hardly comport with his administra- 
tive action. For instance, the French Ex- 
ecutive, with an overwhelming Republican 
majority in the popular branch of Congress, 
has taken special pains to remove the Re- 
publican Prefects in almost every depart- 
ment, and has appointed in their places per- 
sons known to be strongly in favor of the 
return of the Bonapartists to power. In ad- 
dition to all this; the Department of 
Justice is instructed to keep a more 
strict surveillance over the press, that 
‘*the progress of radical theories incompati- 
ble with the peace of society and the great- 
ness of France may be arrested. It thus 
appears that progress toward freedom of 
thought and action in France is not very 
remarkable under the Marshal-President, and 
that the fears of the Legitimists, that ultimately 
an attempt will be made to place Prince 
Lovis on the throne of his father, are at least 
warranted by the turn which political affairs 
have taken. It is announced with some 
show of authority that MacManon will not 
resign in any event. In the event that the 
appeal to the people should result in a vote 
of disapproval and in the election of a ma- 
jority in the Chamber hostile to the present 
Cabinet, as it is confidently predicted it will 
result, the alternative of resignation or revo- 
lution would be presented. It is hardly con- 
ceivable that MacManon should choose the 
latter.

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As thus far during the session of the 


pecial characteristics, it might with pro- 
priety be said that yesterday was the day of 
self-respect. In the morning this was con- 
spicuous in all the speeches upon the sub- 
ject of Sustentation, as they were true to 
the Christian idea that the strong should 
help the weak. It was more evident when

Notwithstanding the report of the Commit- 
tee, so redolent with charity, and notwith- 
standing the pathetic eloquence of the vener- 
able Dr. Piummer, of Charleston, S. C., who 
seemed to come into the Assembly like Sr. 
Jom of Ephesus, saying, Little children, 
love one another,” aud notwithstanding the 
tender appeals of home missionaries, who, 
in theirown hard fields, were experiencing 
the sad effects of this want of fellowship, 
the Assembly decided by a large majority that 
the time of formal fraternal intercourse had 
not yet come, and that until the Southern 
Assembly stood ready to meet the Northern 
Assembly in full equality, making for itself 
no confession for the past and demanding 
none from this Assembly, correspondence 
must be declined. In coming to this de- 
cision no bitterness was shown. The As- 
sembly seemed filled with sorrow as it 
yielded to its own deep sense of self- 


respect. 


The Suiirvan case is not destined to pass 
out of the public mind. It was ascertained, 
shortly after the last trial, that one of the 
jurors had sworn falsely, and that all the cir-

Of course 
nothing should be left undone to uncover 
everything relating to the whole proceeding, 
and the Grand Jury will probably deal rig - 
orously and fearlessly in the matter. 


THE CAMPAIGN IN ASIA. 

Superficially, the Russian campaign in 
Asia seems to be confined to attacks and 
counter-attacks around Batoum, bombard- 
ments on the eastern shore of the Black Sea, 
and movements of the Russians to suppress 
insurrections fomented by the Turks in the 
provinces of the Caucasus. In reality, 
these are only incidents of the campaign. 
Its real importance and significance may be 
found further south. A glance at the map 
will show that the Russians have made im- 
mense progress since they crossed the fron- 
tier into Armenia on the 24th ult., and that 
Movxnrakz Pasna, the Turkish Commander, 
has been outgeneraled, and, if not out- 
flanked, is at least im a perilous position. 
The original Turkish line stretched from 
Batoum southeast through Ardahan, Kars, 
and Bajazid to Van on the Persian frontier. 
On the 29th of April, Kars was invested; on 
the 30th of April, Bajazid was captured, and 
on the 18th of May Ardahan was taken. 
Within twenty days, therefore, the Turk- 
ish line was broken and its centre and 
left forced back to the west, so that 
the second line of defense ran from 
Batoum to Erzeroum. Meanwhile the Rus- 
sians lef t sufficient force to invest Kars and 
hold the Turkish force at Batoum in check. 
Mobnxkran Pasna, apparently fearing an attack 
in force upon Batoum, after the fall of Ar- 
dahan weakened his centre by sending re- 
inforcements there. The Russians, however, 
had no intention of weakening their ad- 
vance, as reinforcements could be sent to 
Batoum, if necessary, from Russia by way 
of Tiflis. The force released at Ardahan 
pressed forward in a southeasterly direction 
down the valley of the Tchorukh River, the 
left meanwhile swinging round until the 
army was on both flanks of the Turks, the 
right at Olti and Tortum and the left near 
Toprak-Kaleh, and Mounxran PasHa was 
compelled to fall back beyond Erzeroum, the 
Cossacks even at this point showing them- 
selves on his flanks. He is beyond rein- 
forcements unless they can perform the 
miraculous feat of cutting through the Rus- 
sian lines from Batoum and Kars. If he 
is defeated at Erzeroum, where the 
great battle of the war may be expected, the 
Asiatic campaign will be at an end, for 
Trebizond, Batoum, and Kars must then 
make the best terms they can. The better 
part of Armenia will be in Russian posses- 
sion, and that Russia means to keep it is 
shown by the army of civil officials who 
follow the soldiers and establish Russian 
administration wherever there is Russian 
possession. The soil of Armenia seems to 
be as common plunder now as. at any time 
since the time of Curtst, and is appropriated 
without any unnecessary formalities and 
with immunity from protest by the other 
Powers. 


THE SILVER BILL. 


It is now loudly claimed that the act making 


the silver coin of the United States a legal- 
tender in the payment of all debts, public 
and private, in the State of Illinois does not, 
upon examination, commend itself to the 
judgment of business men, and therefore the 
Governor ought to veto it. It is insisted 
that to approve that bill will be a fatal policy, 
calculated to do irreparable injury to the 
business of Illinois. It is represented that 
the text of the act shows that it has a more 
sweeping character than was intended by its 
authors. The f@llowing is the text of the 
bill as prepared by the Legislature : 

That from and after the date of the passage of 
this act all silver coins, the standard value of 
which has been fixed and declared by the Congress 
of the United States, shall be a legal-tender at 
such standard value for payment of all debts, both 
public and private, which are payable or collectable 
within the State of IIlinois, and which are not 
made payable by the terms of the contract which 
created them in other kinds of coin. 

The last line of this bill, and especially 
the word ‘‘ coin,” it is said changes the char- 
acter generally attributed to the bill. It was 
supposed that the intent of the bill was to 
make silver a legal-tender in all contracts 
where the contract itself did not specify 


payment in any other form of currency. 


The opponents of the bill claim that as it 
now stands all contracts payable in Illinois 
are payable in silver, except in cases where 
the contract calls for gold, and that sub- 
stiantially, therefore, all contracts in 
this State hereafter must be paid 
in silver or gold. Under this construc. 
tion of the law all banks can pay checks in 
silver; all drafts and bills of exchange can 
be paid in silver; and, while the silver may 
be thus used to pay debts, the silver will not 
purchase gold, except at a large discount. 
The silver is not a legal-tender except to the 
amount of $5 outside of Dlinois; in IIli- 
nois, under this bill, it will be a 
legal-tender for all amounts, and 
hence, being inferior to the greenback 
in exchangeable value, the latter will disap- 
pear from circulation and the silver will 
pourin. This difficulty and peril to busi- 
ness is regarded as more certain because the 
law is confined to Illinois, and is not general 
throughout the country. : 

We have stated the objections to this bill 
assimply as they can be stated, and the 
general point of the argument is that it prac- 
tically demonetizes greenbacks by making 
silver and gold the sole legal-tenders, even’ 
by written contract. This is not true. It 
may have the effect of making the silver a 
legal-tender in all contracts where no form of 
currency is specified, but where notes, and 
drafts, or checks are made payable in green- 
backs, no law of the State of Illinois can 
change the contract. Greenbacks are a legal- 
tender by an act of Congress. The State 
cannot divest the greenback of its legal- 
tender character, nor can it set aside a con- 
tract made payable in greenbacks. Ina legal 
point of view, greenbacks stand on the 
same footing with gold, and it is not in the 
power of the State to make silver a legal- 
tender in the payment of a contract for 
greenbacks any more than it can set aside a

constitutional. The only legal quesiion in- 
volved is, Can the State of Illinois make 
silver coin of thé United States a legal-ten- 
der in this State? Unless prohibited by the 
Constitution of the United States, the power to 
do this can hardly be questioned. The Con- 
stitution of the United States prohibits the 
State from any legislation impairing the ob- 
ligation of contracts, and it also prohibits 
the State from making anything but gold 
and silver coin a legal-tender in payment of 
debts.” This latter clause is a clear recogni- 
tion of the power of the State to make gold 
and silver coin a legal-tender in payment of 
debts, and is of necessity a declaration that 
such action will not be impairing the obliga- 
tion of contracts. It is to be hoped that 
the Governor will not do such violence 
to public sentiment as will be in- 
volved in vetoing this bill. It meets 
with universal approval. It unites the 
hard-money men and the. greenbackers, The 
free and abundant circulation of coin de- 
stroys the fallacious notions in favor of an 
irredeemable paper-money. The bard, clear, 
tangible, substantial coin carries conviction 
to the mind that money should have an in- 
trinsic value. The passage of this bill by 
the Legislature was the nearest approach to 
an expression of the unanimous wish of the 
people of the State reached by that 
body. It was a notice to the Eastern 
States which are opposing the remonetizing 
of silver that this State is unanimously in 
favor of a free silver coinage of the Ameri- 
can dollars, and the re-establishment of 
the dual standard. The enactment of this 
law was an instruction to the whole delega- 
tion from this State in Congress in favor not 
only of free silver coinage, but the restora- 
tion of specie payments by the employment 
of the precious metals so abundantly pro- 
duced at our own mines. 

The Governor cannot afford to ignore 
public sentiment by vetoing thislaw. He 
has no right by the exercise of his power to 
give the moral weight of this State in op- 
position to the remonetization of silver, be- 
cause the defeat of this bill will be accepted 
as a declaration te that effect. This bill is a 
step towards the general restoration of silver 
as a legal-tender, and as an aid in returning 
to specie payments. We cannot believe that 
Gov. Cl om can suppose that a veto of this 
bill will be approved by any considerable 
portion of the people of Illinois. 


THE POSITION OF ROUMANIA. 

Our correspondent, writing from Jassy 
on the 10th of May, expresses the opinion 
that eventually the Roumanian and Russian 
armies will be consolidated. This was writ- 
ten at a time not only before Roumania had 
declared her independence, but even before 
there was any definite understanding as to 
Roumanpia’s military relations to Russia. It 
was not until the 16th inst. that the Grand 
Duke Nicnotas and Prince CHARLES ar- 
ranged that the Roumanian army should re- 
main on the defensive. In our last issue a 
dispatch from Bucharest says: It 1s now 
certain that the Roumanian army will not 
cross the Danube with the invading forces, 
but will remain on the Roumanian side to 
guard the right flank.” The meaning of this 
dispatch is that the Roumanian troops have 
fully entered the field against Turkey as a 
component part of the Russian army, thus 
verifying the prediction of our corre- 
spondent. 

A recent letter from the Vienna correspond- 
ent of the London 7Zimes throws considera- 
ble light upon the manner in which this con- 
solidation was made. It will be remembered 
that immediately after the Russians crossed 
the Pruth, and before the Convention was 
concluded, that the Roumanian troops fell 


| backward from the Danube all along the 


line and concentrated around Bucharest and 
Krajova, the most plausible reason for the 
sudden movement being that the Rouma- 
nians wished to preserve at least the sem- 
blance of neutrality by avoiding -any possi- 
bility of encounter with the Tarks on the 
south bank as long as possible. | Immediate- 
ly after the Convention was sanctioned, how- 
ever, by the Roumanian Parliament, the Rus- 
sian Commander-in-Chief notified the Govern- 
ment that, although he had confidence in the 
Roumanians, he could not allow their army 
to remain in the rear and on the flanks of 
the Russians, and therefore it must choose 
between replacing its army upon a peace 
footing or submit to the Russian Command- 


er-in-Chief as a component part of his 


army. The alternative provoked much dis 
cussion. There were many who favored a 
strict neutrality, but there were more who 
feared thata Turkish invasion would cer- 
tainly be made if the army were demobilized. 
There was, however, a feeling on all sides 
that the distribution of the Roumanian army 
among the Russian troops, thereby destroy- 
ing its identity, would be a national humilia- 
tion and a degradation of the Prince. A 
deputation therefore waited upon the Rus- 
sian Commander, and succeeeed in effecting 
a compromise by which the Roumanian 
forces should remain united under the 
command of Prince CHuarizs and form 
the right wing of the Russian army. 
In pursuance of this arrangement, 
the London Times correspondent states 
that a decree was immediately issued an- 
nouncing that the Prince assumes the 
command in chief of his country’s forces, 
the four divisions of which are to form two 
corps d armee, the first to be stationed in 
Little Wallachia, with the headquarters at 
Krajova, under Gen. Loro, and the second 
at Bucharest and Giurgevo, under the com- 
mand of Gen. Rapovict, with its headquar- 
ters at Bucharest.” 

The general deduction from this disposi- 
tion of the military forces of Roumania, 
acting under the command of their own 
Prince, is that Roumania is an active alley of 
Russia in the war against Turkey, and that 
her own independence is the prize for which 
she has drawn the sword. She may not cross 
the Danube at present, but the inevitable 
progress of events, if the war should be a 
protracted one, may force her to land upon 
Bulgarian territory, and help bear the brunt 
of defeats or share the glory of vic- 
tories on the march to the  Beal- 
kans. At present, her duty seems 
to be to cover the operations of the Russian 
army by guarding its flank from attack while 
it prepares to force the passage of the Dan- 
ube, while its location seems to indicate that 
that passage will be made somewhere be- 
tween Giurgevo and Nikovolis, instead of 
into the Dobrudscha on the east, or across 
the bend of the Danube upon Servian terri- 
tory to the west. It would seem to indicate 
further that the first great battles in Turkey 
in Europe will be fought in the quadrangle 
of Shumla, Varna, Silistria, and Rustchuk, „ 


where the main body of the Turks is now 
concentrated, and where they evidently ex- 
pect the attack, as is shown by the recent 
orders of Asput Kzenm, the Turkish Com- 
mander, issued to non-combatants. When 
the seat of war is localized between the 
Danube and the Balkans, it will apparently 
be only a question of time how soon Servia, 
which has already disposed its troops along 
the Drina and the Timok, as the Roumanians 
did along the Danube, will be forced by the 
same irresistible sweep and impulse of war 
into the same course that Roumania has pur- 
sued. 

THE STATE-HOUSE APPROPRIATION. 

The enormous sum of $3,500,000 has al- 
ready been expended on the Illinois State- 
House, and a large part of it since a decline 
by fully one-half in labor and materials. 
This was the limit of expenditure fixed by 
the Constitution of 1870, beyond which there 
could be no further appropriations unless 
sanctioned by a vote of the people. The re- 
cent Legislature appropriated the sum of 
$531,712 for the completion of the structure, 
subject to popular approval, and now the 
Building Committees of the Senate and the 
House of Representatives make a joint ap- 
peal to the people to vote this money at the 
next general election in November. There 
are a good many reasons why this appeal 
will fail to exert any great influence on the 
people, who will be governed in their action 
by entirely different considerations. We 
will enumerate some of them: 

1. The Committees of the recent Legisla- 


ture can command no respect in themselves, 


tor the reason that they represent a body 
which deliberately forfeited all title to public 
‘confidence. While this is true in general, it 
is particularly conspicuous in the case of all 
appropriations and the action in regard to 
the State-House Commissioners. The man- 
gagement of State-House affairs had been so 
inefficient, to speak within bounds, as to 
become notorious throughout the State. 


Committee of Investigation. The evidence 
taken by that Commitiee confirmed the worst 
that had ever been charged against the State- 
House Commissioners, and the Committee 
were constrained to recommend that the 
Board be abolished and the architect be dis- 
missed. It was the least that could have 
been done in justice to the people; yet, 
while no one pretended to dispute the facts 
or justify the conduct of the Commissioners, 
the Legislature refused to abolish the Board 
or dismiss the architect, but even voted 
moneys beyond the constitutional limitation 
on the plea of reimbursing the fund for 
drafts made upon it that are alleged to have 
belonged to other appropgiations, Such a 
Legislature can scarcely hope to command a 
very respectful hearing on the State-House 
matter in any phase. 

2. This extra sum of $531,712 will have 
to be expended under the direction of the 
very men who are responsible for exceeding 
the constitutional limit of expenditure, and 
for all the mistakes, changes of plan, de- 
fective material, shabby work, and the other 
| abuses abundantly established in the recent 
investigation. The present Commissioners 
are now committed to certain plans, certain 
architects, certain contractors, and their 
sense of amour-propre is involved in carrying 
out the gingerbread style of architecture 
and ornamentation to which they are com- 
mitted. Having been sustained by the Legis- 
lature, a vote of more money by the people 
will be regarded by them as a full warrant 
for indulging their own preferences, They 
will proceed with the work in the same 
loose manner which has characterized their 
former management, and which has prob- 
ably wasted a million dollars of the public 
money. The people will hesitate before in- 
trusting the expenditure of any more money 
to these men. 

3. It is exceedingly doubtful whether the 
sum of $531,712 will be sufficient to com- 
plete the State-House. It is certain that it 
is not enough to finish it and substitute 


insecure work in certain places; this latter 
surely ought to be done before the finishing 
touches are put upon the building. The 
estimates for the completion of the work 
(not including tbe substitution we speak of) 


present appropriation is manifestly insuffi- 
cient. Besides, the State-House Commission- 
ers havefor years deceived the public as to the 
moneys being expended upon the building. 
They have given assurances over and over 
again that a certain amount which they ask- 
ed would complete the structure, and always 
that its cost should come within the consti- 
tutional limit of $3,500,000; why should 
they be believed now, after their former de- 
ceptions ? 

4. The Legislature has already appropri- 
ated (whether lawfully or not is question- 
able) a sufficient sum for protecting the 
building as it stands from the ravages of the 
weather or any more decay than the ordi- 
nary wear-and-tear. It already accommo- 
dates the State Departments, and is not lying 
idle on account of its unfinished condition. 
This consideration will probably induce the 
people to withhold the appropriation of 
more than a half a million dollars that are 
asked for until after they can have scientific 
investigation of the structure which will 
show how much of the work must be done 
over to insure public safety, and a change in 
the Commissioners and architects who are to 
control the expenditure of a further outlay.

A correspondent sends a letter—too long for 
dublication—in regard to the review of the dra- 
matic season which appeared in Taz TRIBUNE 
of Sunday.

McVicker’s. All playing outside of his 
theatre was at haphazard; the com panies 
consisting of loose odds and ends from Cincin- 
nati, Cleveland, and St. Louis,—and the results 
being of the most unsatisfactory description. 
Now, McVicker’s is a “star” theatre, and 
from the nature of the case cannot attain a high 
degree of excellence in the production of plays; 
the star-system is fatal to such excellence. Chi- 
cago needs a comedy theatre, such as Hoo.er 
almost succeeded in establishing. Until we 
have such a theatre, dramatic art will remain in 
this city—as it has been for some seasons past 
an exotic, exhibited on rare occasions by artists 
from New York. We shall only be a long way 
in advance-of other Western cities; not, as we 
should be, on a level with the standard of met- 
ropolitan requirements.

Gen. Miles’ Forces Encounter 
Sitting Bull and Lame 
Deer. 


One Hundred Lodges of the Ver- 
min Surprised and Scat- 
tered. 


Several Savages Killed and All 
Their Traps Captured. 


A Desperate Fight Between Hunters and 
Apaches in Texas. 


SITTING BULL STIRRED UP. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Camp Rosinson, Neb., May 29.—The Chey- 
enne Chief The-Man-Who-Wears-the-Bear’s- 
Shirt came in yesterday from the Northern 
country, and reports that Sitting Bull and the 
white soldiers, probably Capt. Ball, of the Sec- 
ond Cavalry, have had a big fight on the Kose- 
bud, a stream emptying into the Yellowstone. 
He is not very definite as to how many days 
ago, but is positive that it was a big battle, last- 
ing all day, the Indians losing four killed 
and wounded, and that the soldiers left 
twenty-five dead on the field. These bodies 
were scalped and mutilated in the usual horri- 
ble manner of the savage. The soldiers sur- 
prised their camp at early dawn, attacking be- 
fore the old squaws were up to make the firés. 
The first charge found the Sioux asleep, and so 
unprepared that they were driven out of their 
tepees and from their camp, but returned, 
charging the white soldiers, and recovered some 
of their ponies, which had been captured in the 
first of the fight. They also took part of a pack 
train of mules which carried the flour and bread 
and ammunition for the troops. The white 
soldiers then charged and retook the village, 
which they burned with all its teepees, robes, 
dried meat, and plunder of every kind. These 

iculars The-Man-Who-Wears-the-Bear’s- 
birt said he got from an Indian runner whom 
he met on the Little Missouri. This report was 
not entirely credited here, owing to the Chey- 
enne’s indefiniteness as to time, and because 
the Sioux here think Sitting Bull is not south of 
the Yellowstone River. 

To-day two Cheyennes came in and confirm in 
the main the first report. Lieut. Philo Clark, 
Second Cavalry, who is in charge of the Indians, 
and is well versed in Indian ways, has kindly 
given me the result of what he learned from the 
two last Cheyenne runners, and says he is not 
prepared to believe entirely the story as given, 
but thinks there is something credible in the re- 
port, and if there has been a fight it is with 
Capt. Ball. These two Cheyennes say that Sit- 
ting Bull had come down on tothe Rosebud 
and joined Lame Deer’s band, and there were 
about 100 lodges in all. They claim to have 
been in Sitting Bull’s and Lame Decr’s camp at 
the time it was attacked, and that the white sol-

C., May 29.—Mr. Dodge 
Statistician of the Department of Agriculture, 
reports as a result of the investigation of losses 
from the diseases of swine during the past 
twelve months, the destruction of 4,000,000 ani- 
mals of all ages, and the money loss more than 
$20,000,000. One-fifth of the reported loss oc- 
curred in the State of Lilinois. ext in promi- 
nence are Missouri, Iowa, and Indiana, which 
together lose $10,000,000. Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, and Louisiana have nearly as large 
a percentage in loss in numbers, aggregating in 
value $1,500,000. The losses were very small in 
the country bordering on the great lakes and 
the Pacific coast. Of the remaining districts, 
West Virginia comes nearest exemption, and 
Ohio and the Atlantic coast States stand better 
than the alluvial districts. The apparent loss is

Here Is a Man Who Can Talk to Ben Butler.

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[Mr. Fletcher Harper was the last of the four 
brothers who together founded the publishing- 
house of Harper Brothers. His death was not 
unexpected, as he had been suffering for five 
weeks from a bad attack of gastric fever. He 
was the youngest of the brothers, having been 
born in 1805. James was born in 1795, John in 
1797, and Joseph Wesley in 1801. The two 
younger brothers were at an early age aopren- 
ticed to their elders, who had in 1818 begun the 
work of publishing under the firm name of J. & 
J. Harper, in Dover street. In 1823 Joseph 
Wesley Harper was admitted to the firm, and 
two years later Fletcher was also made a 
member. Inthe year 1833 the firm name was 
changed to Harper Brothers. The progress of 
this now historic establishment towards fame 
and fortune, the extent and varicty of its en- 
terprises, its liberality and thoroughness, the 
business principles to which it has rigidly ad- 
hered, have been too often rebearsed in these 
columns—and especially in connection with no- 
tices of the deaths of the other brothers—to 
need further exposition. Fletcher was the best 
educated of the brothers, but, singular to re- 
late, his attention was directed exclusively to 
the management of the business departmen 
while Wesley was the literary man. It is said 
that Fletcher, for a short. time, was at the 
famous school in Roosevelt street, kept by Mr. 
A. T. Stewart; he may there have imbibed some

ANEW YORK BANK MOVEMENT FOR THE CON- 
TRACTION OF THE CURRENCY. 

A plan ie under discussion by the New York 
banks by which they may reduce the amount of 
outstanding greenbacks from its present figure of 
$360, 000,000 to $300,000,000. The machinery 


for this contraction by private enterprise is placed 


by the laws of June 20, 1874, and Jan. 15, 1875, 
at the disposal of the banks in such a way that if 
they co-operate the greenback currency may be 
contracted one-sixth ina few months. The plan 
ia, that as many banks as possible shall unite in ap- 
plications for an increase of circulation. This 
must be granted under the provisions of the Re- 
eumption act, and at the same time the additional 
circulation is issued the Secretary of the Treasury 
must destroy greenbacks to the extent of 80 per 
cent of the new circulation. The new circulation 
received by the banks ie to be at once retired under 
the provisions of the act of June 20, 1874. The 
net result of this operation, which is in strict ac-

A FRENCH BANK. 

At the annual general meeting in Paris, on the 
13th inst., of the shareholders of the Banque de 
Paris, et det Pays Bas, it was stated that the net 
profits of the year had been $658, 322, equal to 5 
per cent a year. This, in comparison with the 
business of previous years, was an unfavorable re- 
sult, more attributable tothe general dearth of 
business and the extremely low rates of interest. 
The last dividend was made out of a surplus fund. 

POOR-PAY PITTSBURG. 

The City of Pittsburg has fallen into a careless 
fashion of not paying the interest on its bonds 
when due, add legal proceedings, like a man- 
damus or some such thing, are now under con- 
sideration by the bondholders to make the city 
authorities punctual.

The receipts of grain were 
not so large, except in oats, and the firmness of the 
previous afternoon brought out a good many buy- 
ing orders, but the other conditions were not fa- 
vorable to continued strength, and prices fell back 
when it was found that there was little doing for 
shipment. Our stocks decreased during last week, 
except oats; but there was not much encourage- 
ment to hope that the experience will be repeated 
this week. There is some disposition to bear 
prices by reference to condition of the grain in 
store; and offers were made to sell wheat for July 
at a discount of 2@3c from quotations current 
yesterday if the purchaser would agree to take 
any receipte which are now regular. Such offers 
as these are generally made about the beginning of 
the hot weather. and the fact does not prove any- 
thing, beyond pointing to sensitiveness, and per- 
haps a little fear. There were some rumors about 
wheat having been refused by shippers, but we 
could not ascertain that it was on account of con- 
dition. 

Domestic dry goods remained very quiet, and 
were nominally steady. The demand came mostly 
from the city and near-by trade, and was generally 
restricted tosuch quantities as are required for 
current trade. The movement in staple and fancy 
groceries exhibits a slight increase as compared 
with last week, but there was no real activity in 
any department. Previous prices were fully sus- 
tained all around, and for coffees, sugars, and mo- 
lasses were strong, with the tendency still upward.

Vessel-owners are more than ever con- 
vinced of the uselessness of attempting to run 
their ships just forthe fun of the thing, and to- 
day at 4 p. m. will see what they can do about it 
7 a discussion of the matter at the meeting in 
the Committee-room of the Board of Trade. 

Vessel-owners at every port on the lakes are 
kicking like mules in consequence of the present 
state of affairs, and seem determined to put an 
end to the cut-throat policy. 

The threatening condition of the lumber-carrying 
trade, in 8 of the continued drought 
and consequent lack of water in the drives, für- 
nishes an additional incentive to vigorous action on 
the part of those owning vessels in that trade. It 
looks very much as if half the present large fleet 
engaged in carrying lumber, shingles, ties, poles, 
etc,, would have to lie up on account of the stop- 
page of the saw-mills.

THE COURT-HOUSE. 
| HINSDALE’S GRANITE BID ACCEPTED. 
The Committee on Public Buildings and Public 
Service met yesterday afternoon to go through the 
farce of considering the bids for doing the granite 
work on the new Court-House. The meeting was 
a farce for the reason that before it was held, or 
the granite scheme was discussed above a whisper, 
the Ring had made the award, as was an- 
nounced in these columns weeks ago. The accept- 
ance of bids was forced on them by the timely ex- 
posure of their plans, and since they had been ac- 
cepted it was a matter of form only that they 
should be considered. In the drawing of the 
specifications for the work every precaution had 
been ordered to cut off competition, by naming the 
color of the granite, etc., and in making the plans 
the architect's instructions had been so clear as 
to cause him to mark the columns with the 
name of a particular granite, hence the arrange- 
ment was so perfect and the details so plain that it 
was folly for any one, however good his granite or 
cheap his price, to enter into competition with the 
‘Ring’ favorite. The bids were, strange to say, 
considered with open doors, and even the much- 
abominated reporters were welcome to seats with 
the public servants. The meeting was beld with 
open doors, however, more through respect for the 
specia) Grand Jury in session at the time than any- 
thing else, for if there is one thing above another 
that the ordinary ringster fears, 1t is an inquiring 
body of honest men. 
THE FIRST BUSINESS TAKEN UP 
by the Committee was the reading of the bids for 
the proposed granite work on the new Court- 
House. 
Mr. Guenther wanted to know first whether the 
roposed change from limestone to granite was to 
— made. his question, he said, ought to be first 
settled. lle was in favor of substituting granite 
for limestone for the steps, and made a motion to 
that effect. 
Mr. Fitzgerald did not want to see the work di- 
vided up. The bids had been made for the entire 
work, and what he wanted was to see it settled 
whether the proposed change was to be made or 
not as a whole. 
Mr. Mulloy moved to substitute granite as pro- 
posed in the plans submitted by the architect, and 
Mr. Hoffmann seconded the motion. 
Mr. Fitzgerald wanted action postponed until 
Architect Egan had informed the Committee what 
the deduction would be in Walker's contract if the 
change was made. 
Mr. Cleary said he had the utmost confidence in 
Egan, and, as the question of deductions was en- 
tirely in his hands, he saw no necessity for deferring 
action. 
Mr. Guenther said the architect had already re- 
ported what the deductions would be. 
The substitute of Mr. Fitzgerald was then with- 
drawn, when the motion of Mr. Mulloy :+to substi- 
tute granite for limestone as proposed in the pians 
submitted was put and prevailed by the following 
vote:

Nays—Conly, Guenther, Fitzgerald—3. 

THE BIDS WERE AGAIN TAKEN UP, 
and the lowest, that of the Burlington, Vt., Man- 
ufacturing Company for $113, 000, was first looked 
at. and, on account of some informality, laid over. 

The next bid was that of W. E. Avery & Co., 
New York, for $129,000. Those gentlemen fail- 
ing to appear, this bid was also laid over. 

The next lowest bid was that of 

THE GOWAN MARBLE COMPANY 
for $130,000, and Mr. Fitzgerald asked Mr.. 
Gowan if he could furnish the material and do the 
work. Upon receiving assurances that he could, 

Mr. Fitzgerald moved that the award be made to 
Mr. Gowan at his figures. 

Mr. Gowan was then subjected to a series of 
questions, more toannoy him and mannfacture an 
excuse for not giving him the work than anything 
else. He stated that he could not furnish Fox 
Island granite, but could furnish a granite from an 
adjoining island of the same color and quality, and 
could give adundant bond forthe faithful execu- 
tion of the work if the contract was awarded him. 

Mr. Guenther thought that, if Mr. Gowan was 
personally reeponsible, he oughtto have the work. 

Samples of the Fox Island granite and the granite 
proposed to be used by Mr. Gowan were submit- 
ted, and the Commissioners of the Ring per- 
suasion etrained their eyes to detect whatever aif- 
ference there was in the texture and color of the 
two stones. 

Mr. McCaffrey couid not vote for Gowan at any 
price. He proposed todo the work with convict 
labor, and besides was not responsible, his com- 
pany now being in bankruptcy. 

Mr. Gowan replied that he was notand had not 
been in bankruptcy, and defied any one to show 
that he had. 

Nr. Fitzgerald said it would de time enough to 
attack Mr. Gown’'s responsibility when the Board 
caine to examine and pase upon his bond. 

Mr. McCaifrey read the advertisement inviting 
pro 8, Calling especial attention’to the provis- 
on excluding the employment of convict labor in 
any part of the work, which has long been a hobby 
with the Ring. and a convenient thing to dodge 
behind when rewarding a favorite contractor.

A TALE OF TWO CITIES. 
HOW A CHICAGO-8T. LOUIS COMBINATION BBAT 
A BANK IN THE LATTER CITY. 

Financial circles in St. Louis, which by the way 
is the only city in the country where the Clearing- 
House figures are multiplied by two to give them 
tone, have recently been stirred to their innermost 
depths, consequent upon the expose of a very 
clever fraud perpetrated upon one of the solid 
banks by a couple of local artists, who were re- 
garded as perfect bricks. It is needless to say that 
in order to consummate their scheme they were 
obliged to consult Chicago and pay tribute to her. 
It appears that one Samuel L. Carter, a broker and 
real-estate dealer, doing business in an office under 
the Laclede Hotel in the City of the Big Bridge, 
early this year opened an account with a local 
monetary institution known as the Bank of North 
America. He did his business on business princi- 
ples, and, asthe bank-note detectors say, Was 
well calculated to deceive.““ Last February 
he obtained a loan of $5,000, to secure 
the ayment of which he hypothe- 
cated afty sharee of North St. Louis Brick stock, 
which he represented to be worth par. A short 
time previous to the maturity of the loan, the bank 
officials discovered that Brick stock was an exceed- 
ingly poor investment. Mr. Carter was interviewed 
on the subject, and became very indignant. He 
Was a man of honah, and would see that the 
note was promptly met at maturity. 
A few days later, when, asthe supposition is, a 
crisis was approaching in the affairs of Carter, the 
Bank of North America received from a Chicago 
bank, through the German Bank of St. Louis, an 
order for the purchase, at par, of 200 shares of 


the North St. Louis Brick Company, calling for an 


outlay. on the part of the purchaser, of $20, 000. 
Accompanying the order, as a guarantee of its 
genuineness, was a bona fide draft of $2,000. Carter 
had failed to meet his loan, and the bank seeing 
ood chance at saving 


what was thought to be a 
res of Brick stock, 


itself, gobbled in the fiftys 
aud went for more. 

At this stage of the game enters Charles A. Lig- 
gett. He is also a broker, and naturally enough 
had a lot of Brick stock, which he was willing to 
unload at $100 pershare. He was just as anxious 
to sell as the Bank of North America was to buy, 
and probably more so, for it is alleged that he was 
Carter's confederate in a well-laid scheme to swin- 


die tue bank by selling them this stock for many, 


times its value. In other words, Carter was the 
swindlerand Ligget was his pliant tool, operating 
under his direction. 

The Bank of North America finally completed 
its purchase of the 200 shares of Brick stock, but 
when they attempted to fill the order at Chicago 
they were informed that it had been withdrawn, 
and that the party making it and depositing the 
$2,000 guaranty fund had stated that he was going 
to St. Louis and would effect a settlement with 
the bank there. It became obvious to Mr. Witz- 
leben atonce that they had been the victims of 
a shrewd swindle. They were out $18,000, less 
what the Brick stock would bring. The case was 
laid before Chief McDonough of St. Louis, about 
six weeks ago, and he detailed for the work of in- 
vestigation Detectives Stiles and Flickner. The 


officers found every track carefully covered, but by 


dint of hard work succeeded beyond ali doubt, they 
allege, in fastening the crime where it belongs. 
They set forth that Carter and Ligget purchased 
Brick stock at a most moderate figure, and that af- 
ter all their plane had been iaid, the former, 
through the Chicago bank, ordered the purchase 
by the Bank of North America of the 200 shares, 
accompanying the order by a deposit of $2,000. It 
is alleged that after deducting the $2. 000 required 
to give color to the order, the two men swindled 
the bank out of and divided over $15,000. Ligget 
and Carter were arrested, and as far as heara from 
both are playing checkers with their noses in the 
St. Louis Calapoose. 

In order to obt- in an insight into the Chicago 
end of the transaction a Tune reporter visited 
the German National Bank, and from Mr. Herman 
Schaffner; the Cashier, obtained the following 
statement: 

Early in March lasta man giving his name as 
Edson Wheeler, connected with the Electric Pen 
Company, at 142 LaSalle street, called at the bank 
and requested me to write to St. Louis and ascer- 
tain at what figures | could purchase some St. 
Louis Brick stock. He stated that considerable 
stock was held by the Bank of North America and 
a party named F. B. York & Co. I wrote as re- 

uested, having had some acquaintance with 

‘heeler. The holders of the stock sent back 
word that they would sellat par. Wheeler seemed 
anxious to purchase, and in a few days afterwards 

ve me an order to secure for him not less than 

80 nor more than 200 shares, ata price not over 
95, at the same time depositing a draft for $2,000 
as a guarantee of good faith. I sent the 
draft to St. Louis and ordered the 
German Bank of that city to purchase the stock, 
but atthe same time not making myself responsi- 
ble for the trade in any shape. To make a long 
story short, the stock was purchased in accordance 
with instructions and sent to Chicago. I notified 
Wheeler. He came tothe bank and stated that 
the party for whom he ordered it had gone to Gal- 
veston, and would be back in a few days. when the 
matter would be made all right. Neither Mr. 
Wheeler nor his Galveston friend turned up, and I 
sent the stock back to St. Louis. 

Later in the day the reporter called at 142 LaSalle 
street. He learned that Mr. Wheeler had moved to 
107 Fifth avenue. Thither the scribe journeved, 
and found the object of his search occupying a 
scantily-furnished room, in which he carries on the 
business of writing circulars, etc., by means of 
the electric pen. After the customary meteoro- 
logical salutations, the reporter handed to hima slip 
from a St. Lois paper detailing the facts at that 
end. As Mr. Wheeler read, his face became whiter 
and whiter, and his hands trembled like an aspen 
leaf. He turned his back tothe reporter to hide 
his face, and when interrogated as to what light he 
could shed on the swindle, he stuttered, ‘‘I don’t 
know the parties [meaning Carter and Liggett}; I 
never heard of them. 

Did you negotiate the order for the purchase 
of * stock at this end? I am told you had a hand 
in it. 

Another effort and another stuttering reply: I 
had nothing to do with it; I know nothing of it.

After a painful silence of, fully a minute the 
trembling man nerved himself and said in a com- 

ratively steady voice, ‘* I know nothing of it; 

had nothing to do with it. 

The job was a very clever one. Judging from

THE SECOND ORDER OF THE DAY,

mittee on Chinese Evangelization, was then taken

Dr. Eells invited him to the chair and took the 
platform himself.

DR. BE 
said it was his object to make his only speech to 
the Assembly on this subject; but he would not 
make it. Yet, by way of summing up@hat he had 
intended to say, he would propose two amend- 
ments to two of the resolutions. The first was 
respecting the third recommendation. He would 


suggest, with a view of its great im- 
portance, that in some way the ut- 
most efficiency of the churches on the 


Pacific Coast be secured in the prosecution 
of this work. Instead, therefore, of the Board 
of Missions being instructed to merely en- 
courage,“ he would substitute this: that they 
co-operate with these churches in their efforts.“ 
In the fourth recommendation, he would move 
to amend so that it should read as follows: 
** As soon as possible a Professorship shall be 
established in the San Francisco Theolozical 
Seminary for the education of a native minis 
try.“ From his experience on the coast, and 
his personal observation, he realized the 
importance of these changes. In his 
own church there were 150 Chinamen in 
his Sabbath-school. There was a large Bible- 
class, fourteen of whose members were mem- 
bers of the Church, and foar out of which num- 
ber were abundantly qualified to be trained for 
missionaries. Therefore, the significance of the 
first amendment—tbat the Board co-operate 
with these churches. Again, they needed some 
man there acquainted with the Chinese tan- 
r man who could supervise the work 

one by the Church. He hoped, as far as pos- 
sible, that the Board would co-operate with the 
churches. It was frequently the case that young 
men, often graduates, went to China fora while 
to learn the language and become acquainted 
with the peopie. Why couldn’t they pur- 
sue their education in San Francisco, where 
they could learn the Chinese language while 
prosecuting the labors of a missionary, and 
where they could gain facilities for social inter- 
course with the Chinese! Then, when they 
were ready to go to Canton, they would be bet- 
ter prepared for their great work among the 
natives. | Applause. | 

Dr. Humphrev said the amendment met with 
the views of the Committee.

mission, but refusing to make it themselves. 
He was willing to forget the past in the sense 
of reaching out the hand to them whenever 
they stood with their back to the past; but he 
was not willing that the Nortbern Church 
shonid alone turn its back to the past and for- 
get the men who fell in defense of glorious 
truths, and thus dishonor their graves. [Ap- 
plause. } : 
MR. STEWART, 

of Ohio, was opposed to the adoptior of the re- 
port of the Committee, but was in favor of the 


substitute. The question had been be- 
fore the Assemb y for the last five 
years in some orm or other, and 


never, during all those years, had the Presby- 
terian Church in the North presumed to die- 
tate to their brethren in the South any terms 
by which might be established this fraternal 
relation so much desired, other than those upon 
the broad basis of Christian love and forgive- 
ness. They had always extended to them the 
hand of fellowship, and he did not believe the 
Assembly had ever asked them to renounce 
anything said by tliem or their predecessors 
during the warm heat of national or political 
excitement. On the contrary, the Southern 
Church had not only refused every attempt 
of the Church North at reconciliation, but 
had been constantly and tenaciously demapding 
to dictate the terms upon which the reconcilia- 
tion could be effected. He did not consider it 
within the province of this Assembly'to pass up- 
on the acts of, or to make any concessions or 
auy acknowledgments whatever for, any words 
or expressions that might have been uttered by 
the Assemblies of the past. He stood by the 
record of the past. (Aoplause.| this matter 
had cost him much, as he had led his men day 
after day and night after night against_ the ene- 
my which caused all this controversy. When 
the bretliren of the South were ready to lay 
aside all schisms, all prejudice. and were reauy 
to forget the past and meet them on the broad 
basis of Christian fellowship and love, and ex- 
tend the hand of fellowship, he was readv to 
forgive them and accept them. They owed this 
to their constituents, to the coming Assemblies 
and the past Assemblies, and to the great head 
of the Church. [Applause- 
DR. EDSON 

said it did not seem to him that any lengthy de- 
bate was needed on this question’ He was 
heartily in favor of adopting thé substitute 
[applause]; but there were many on the floor 
who were ignorant upon the matter, in 
so far at least that they had had 
no participation in the times before the reunion 
in these acts which were everv year complained 
of by tlie brethren in the South.

DR. VAN DYKE. 
WHY HE OPPOSES THE REPORT, 

The Rev. Dr. Van Dyke then addressed the 
Assembly as follows: 

Mr, Mopgsrator: I would gladly be ex- 
cused from saying anything on this sub- 
ject; and if 1 thought it were consisteny 
with honor, and truth, and fidelity to this 
Assembly and to God I would keep silent. But 
I hope God will keep me from saying anything 
of which I shall be ashamed atthe judgment-

And I honestly believe, after seven years’ ex- 
perience on this subject of fraternal relations, 
that this is just what this Assembly has been 
doing; and, to-day, after looking back over a 
great deal of public and private labor in refer- 
ence to this matter, the sentiment and the 
opinion of my head ana heart are just this: The 
time of fies is not yet.

Under that 
deciaration 1 was appointed one of a committee 
aud labored seven days in the Conference at 
Baltimore. In that Conference, by the 
authority of the 3 we declared to the 
Southern Church, first, that all the acts of the 
Church they complained of were “null and 
void“; second, that we, had entire confidence in 
their Christian character and soundness in the 
faith; and, third, that we were willing to enter 
into fraternal relations with them on terms of 
perfect equality and fraternity, not saying 
auything about the offenses we believed we had 
against them. But that Committee demanded 
still further that this Assembly should not only 
nullify and make void this former action, but 
that we should declare ourselves : 

SORRY FOR HAVING TAKEN IT. 

Now, Mr. Moderator, it would not be very dif- 
ficult for me to say I am sorry.” I was all the 
while. I protested and voted against them. 
But I have observed this in my intereourse with 
men: It is avery easy thing to be sorry for 
other people’s sins—a very easy thing to be 
liberal with other people's money. I shall not 
enter into the question now whether it is com- 
petent for this Assembly to repent for what 
some other Assembly did; but I say that the 


claim that, in addition to what we 
have already said, there must be an 
apology, by this Assembly is not con- 


sistent with the dignit} of this Court of Jesus 
Christ —.— }; nor consistent with the 
equities Involved in this case; because, in the

iam not going to make a war speech,—if I
